Other: the passage "a member fixedly connected to said housing and extending from said housing into engagement 
with said spacer to maintain said spacer in frictional engagement with said fastener to prevent relative movement between the fastener 
and said hosing when said longitudinal member is disengaged from said spacer engages said fastener" of claims 1, 29-31 renders these 
claims incomplete for ommiting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the necessary structural connections. Such omissions could be found on page 3, lines 10-23 of the specification. All the essential 
structural cooperation relationships of the elements should be included in the claims .
